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To THE CITIZENS OF SULLIVAN COUNTY: 

We herewith submit a report of the financial condition and busi- 

ness affairs of the county which are under the supervision of the 
County Commissioners, together with the reports of the respective 
‘county officers for the year ending December 31, 1896. 
. . We have again to report that the amount raised for the support 
of the poor, aid to dependent soldiers, and for the expenses of the 
county farm has not been sufficient and the. county is now in debt to 
the amount of nearly $10,000. 

The County Convention for 1895 voted to raise on the recom- 
mendation of the Commissioners for the above purposes $22,000 for 
1895, and $20,50) for 1896, which was about the amount expended in 
previous years. About this time there was a large increase in the 
amount required for the support of the poor (not only in this county 
but in every other county in the state), owing to the hard times, and 
other causes, so that the amount expended in 1895 was nearly $5,650 
in excess of the amount raised, and in 1896 the amount raised being 
$1,500 less than the year before, the appropriation has been exceeded 
by about $6,700. While we have made a slight saving in the expenses 
this year over the year before, we see no reason to expect to be able to 
save very much the present year over the last. If the times improve, 
however, a number of families who now have to be assisted will be- 
come self-supporting. 

The law passed two years ago obliging the Commissioners to pro- 
cure boarding places for children between the ages of three and fifteen 
at some other place than the county almshouse, has increased the ex-

pense to the county nearly one thousand dollars a year, without, as 
we-think, any corresponding benefit to the children. It had always 
been the custom in this county to get homes for the children, and it 
could usually be done at very small expense to the county. 

Children are now put in our hands who would not be under the 
old law, their friends knowing we are compelled to hire them boarded. 
In some instances a family might be supported at the county farm at 
much less expense than at their homes, but if the children must all be 
provided with a boarding place it is cheaper to let them remain where 
they are. 

The financial condition of the county is fully explained in the 
treasurer’s report, and in the list of expenditures in the different de- 
partments for which money has been expended. 

As we proposed in our last year’s report, we have moved several 
people to the county farm who had been supported outside at quite an 
expense, and although they were very much opposed to the change, 
after they were once there, they found they were better off than they 
were before. Thecounty farm and almshouse are still under the man- 
agement of Mr. and Mrs. Willard, who have continued to give excel- 
lent satisfaction. 

We respectfully invite the citizens of the county to visit the 
county farm and inspect all departments of the institution.

TO THE COMMISSIONERS OF SULLIVAN COUNTY: 

There has been rather more than the usual amount of sickness at 
the County Farm the past year. Nothing of an extraordinary nature 
has occurred, and the deaths have been confined to the aged. ‘There 
has been one child born during the year, and six persons have died. 
Three of those who died were over ninety years of age. Several in- 
sane persons have been committed to the asylum during the year. 
Some time we hope to have separate apartments with appropriate 
furnishings in which the sick can be much better cared for than 
under the present arrangements. The institution is in good hygienic 
condition, and at present there is no particular sickness. All those in 
charge have rendered excellent service in caring for the sick, or for 
any others who have needed especial attention.
